London, Dec. 5.— The Times will to- 
morrow print a dlBpatch from Constantino" 
plo whioh says that the embassies have ro- 
ooivod inBtruoMona from their respective 
governments that tho Runrdshlp quetsion 
must bo puBbod homo, and that it is im- 
possible for the powers to refciro from tho 
positions which they have assumed. 

Tho Dally Tolograph has a dispatoh from 
Vienna, which aaya that 63 Armonians wore 
butchered ab ZUh, and 57 at Haoaam Kaleh, 
with ovory acoompaniment of ingenious 
cruolty. Thiu correspondent affirms that 
even in Constantinople the aspect of affairs 
is fur from rcaasurlng. 

A Borlin dlapatoh to tho Daily News 
affirms that Germany has been much more 
aotivo in endeavoring to settle the Arme- 
nian difficulty and to maintain tho unity of 
the powers than ia gonorally bolioved, " It 
was upon Germany's advice," says the dis- 
patoh, " that the Porto opened negotiations 
for tho aubmiaaion of the Zsitoiin lusurgentB, 
whioh, however, provod fruitloas." 

■The Daily Nous has a dispatoh from Con- 
stantinople, which will be published to- 
morrow, to the effeot that the embassies 
havo unofficially informed tho Sultan that 
If the firmans for the extra guardauip are re- 
fused the Dardanelles will he forced by tho 
powers. 

To-day's news is that 200 Armenians 
have boon hilled in Caesarea. A massacre 
has oocurred at Haasam Kahleh in tho vila- 
yet of Erzaroum, whore the Armenian mon- 
astery was Backed and burned and tho 
bishop, the vicar and othor inmates killed. 
A fooling of alarm still prevails. 

Mr. Gladstone has written to tho secre- 
tary of the Armenian relief association as 
follows : ".I atlll hopo in tho indisposition 
of tho powera to make thomaolves utterly 
ridiculous beforo tho world." 

Constantinople, Deo. 5, (via Sofia, Doo. 
5 ) — The following statement regarding tho 
situation was obtained to-day from a high 
offioial : 

" Although tho statement that the powers 
have preaented an ultimatum to the Sultan 
on the extra guardship question is incorreot, 
it la truo that thero have been further re- 
presentations by the ambassadors, whioh 
have resulted in a fresh interchange of views, 
and there is a strong feeling that the delays 
of the Sultan will not be allowed to continue 
much longer." 

Mail advioea from Jeddah, the seaport 
town of Mecca, dated November 25, say 
that the Turkish authorities thero havo 
mado several arrests among tiio chiefs of tho 
BedouinB with a view to force tho tribes to 
surrender thoao persons who made an as- 
sault upon tho British consul and vice-con- 
sul, the RuBaian aoting conBul and the 
Frenoh conaul and Bocrotary thore on May 
30 laat. The Bedouins as a reprisal are try- 
ing to capture sovoral Europeans to hold aa 
hoatagos. It ia fearod that unless a settle- 
ment ia arrived at tho caravans during tho 
coming pilgrimogo season to Mecca will bo 
attaoked by Bedouins and there will be 
much bloodshed. The whole country ia now 
unsafe. 

Washington, Deo 5 — The Turkish lega- 
tion to day received the following cablegram 
fromo the Sublimo Porto : " With tho ex- 
ception of tho incidents of small Importance 
that took place at Marsovan and Zeltoun 
perfect tranquillity reignB at tho vilayets of 
Diarboker, Smyrna, Trebizond, Hedjaza, 
Coniu, tho islands of tho Archipelago, Brous- 
sa, Bagdad, Van, Boyrout, Eraoroum, Caa- 
tamouni, Adana, Moussoul, Yemen, Croto, 
and at tho SandjikB of Jerusalem and Ismid. 
Thanks to tho meaBurea taken by tho imper- 
ial authorities tho Inhabitants of Diverek 
and Artidabad, who Buffdrod during tho dis- 
order in thoBO villages, got back thoir stolen 
oattlo and articles." 

Rome, Deo. 5.— The Tribune publishes 
information from Isaples that a squadron of 
fivo Italian men-of-war is anchored at Gaota 
and is under orders to bo in readinosa to pro 
coed to Turkish waters. 



TO CAPTURE CANTON. 



Discovery of a Plot to Establish an 
Independent Government 
in That City. 



Christians Said to Be Involved to a 
Considerable Extent -Much 
Excitement. 



Boston, Dec. 5. — Mail advices received 
by reliable persona in this city from Canton, 
China, thia morning, give dotails of an at- 
tempt to capture the city of Canton by a 
aeorot organization for tho purpose of estab- 
lishing an independent! government. The 
writer Bays : "Tho plob ripened Ootobor 
27, when the attention of tho U.S. conaul 
was callod to a suapioiouB telegram from a 
Hongkong firm to ita branch in Canton or- 
dering the shipment of certain paokagea. 
Tho authorities wore notifiod and the pack- 
ages, whioh provod to bo five barrols of 
pistols and ammunition labelled ' cement,' 
woro seized ou their arrival. On the steam- 
er from Hongkong oamo 400 men who ex- 
pected to aid in tho revolt. The Canton of- 
ficials, however, captured 75 of them. Tho 
revolutionists had no weapons ; bat it was 
learned that they were to be supplied 
by friendB in the city. Thia seizure of armB 
and the capture of those implicated oom- 
plotoly thwarted the attempt and the au- 
thorities aro now making diligent searoh for 
the leader as well as for more weapons. It 
is said there are thousands in sympathy 
with the movemenb." 

The plan of the organization, which 
originated in Hongkong and was taken up 
in Canton, was first to capture the olty 
treasury and next bo demolish tho Vioeroy's 
palace. By this time bhey expected bo have 
sufficient aid to storm bho city, lb was 
next expected to proclaim an independent 
government and to take measures to hold 
the city. Tho movement haa involved the 
Christiana to a considerable extent and 
groat exoltement prevails, especially inside 
tho oity near a chapel which bad been used, 
unknown to tho missionary, as a Borb of 
rendezvous for some of the conspirators.

Senator Mills' lilll to Meet the Financial 
Situation in Various Particulars. 

Washington, Deo. 5 —A number of bills 
woro introduced in tho oeneto to divy; among 
them was ono by Sonator MHIb, dirocting 
tho soorotary of tho treasury to havo all tho 
silver in tho treasury coined into subsidiary 
coin and providing that whon tho revenues 
of tho government shall bo insufficient to 
moot curronc expenses tho secretary ebull 
iasuo non-interest bearing legal tender treas- 
ury notes in amounts aufficient to oovor tho 
defioienoy and pay out bho aamo In the cur- 
rent expenditure of ^ho government ; and 
also that when the gold resorvo in tho treas- 
ury shall bo in excess of 8100,000,000, and 
legal tender notes aropresentod for redemp- 
tion In coin, thoy shall be redeemed in oither 
gold oreilvor coin ab the diectotlon of the 
secretary. Tho hill also providoa that when 
the rcaorvo shall full below $100,000,000 tho 
secrotary shall redeem tho notes in silver. 
It cloaeB with a declaration for tho mainten- 
ance of the parity of tho two motalB and 
provision for the repeal of all laws author!/, 
ing tho ItBuanco of interest boaring bonds.

HENBYICLBWS" CIRCULAR. 

Ho Counsels a Hopeful Feeling ; the Situation 
Helng More Favorable for tho 
Time Uelng. 

In his Now York circular, dated New 
York, Nov. 30, Henry Clowa says : " The 
stock market bogina to exhibit a rr.pro aot- 
tied tone. Bad news haa boon pretty 
thoroughly discounted. For nearly three 
months tho markob haB been undor the in- 
fluence of currency agitation, tho Kaffir 
oruze, Europoan political diflioultiea and dis- 
bruBt of tho Indua rials. Liquidation has 
been persistent and comploto, bub no weak 
spots have developed in consequence, and 
nono are oxpeotod. A groat many of tho 
stocks lately offered on thia markob have 
como from timid holdera or exhauated mar- 
gina and havo fallen into Btrong handa ; ao 
that conditiona favor a deoidod chango when 
bho loadors of Bpnoulation aro ready for n 
Bhif t of position. When this will aome wo 
are nob proparod to prodlot; but it is suffi- 
oionb to know that influences whioh caused 
the doolino aro changing for the 
bettor, and tuat pricoa era long 
muab reflecb thoso changea. 

Thero aro thinga looming up in tho finan- 
cial horizon whioh auggeab at leaeb the pos- 
sibility of a revival of speculation with tho 
opening of tho new year. " Coming ovonts 
oaab thoir ahsdowa before them " ; and aome 
ahrowd obaervora think they can already 
trace tho outlines of auch shadows. Strange 
to Bay, thtao seeming suggestions of " good 
times coming " uro traced^in tho vory move- 
ment that has lately created so much ap- 
prehension on the Bourses of Europe and to 
a loss extent in this city. To olouo observ- 
ers, thoro ia a oonBoiousneBB of a hotter tone, 
a senso of a more bracing atmosphero, and 
t»n Intuition of tho approach of hotter finan- 
cial weather. In viow of theeo considera- 
tions, wo counsel a more hopeful foeling, and 
regard the situation aa favorable to better 
prioea for the timo being. 

SENATOR MURPHY. 

Death of u Well Known Merchant and L'ublic 
Man of Montreal, 

Montreal, Dec. 5, — (Special)— Edward 
Murphy, one of tho members of the Do- 
minion Senate for the Montreal diatrlct, 
droppod dead thia morning. Ho waa born 
in 1818 in the county of Carlow, Ireland, 
and arrived in Montreal with hie paronta in 
1824. Ho waa twioo married — to a duughter 
of tho lato Thomas McBride, Dublin, Ire- 
land, and, on the death of his firet wife, to a 
daughtor of tho lato Judgo Power, of Que- 
boo. For many yeara Mr. Murphy waB an 
employe of tho wholoaale hardware firm of 
Frothiogham it Workman, of whioh he be- 
came a partner In 1859. Ho aerved the 
public in a number of poaitiona of trust, waa 
especially prominent aa a promoter of tho 
oauae of temperance, and waa for o number 
of terncB Preaident of Sb. Patrick's Tomper- 
ance Sooiety. Sinco 187!) be haa been a har- 
bor commissioner; waa appointed chevalier 
of the Sacred and Milltat,, Ordor of the 
Holy Sepulchre in 1882, and waa called to 
tho Senate of Canada in 1889. He waa an 
honeot, philanthropic and able man, and in 
his every capacity was choractorizod by hia 
lack of oBtoutatiou. 



THE LAW BREAKERS. 

How this Province Figures In tho List for 
Canada— A Snug Amount in Fines- 
Executive Clemency, 

Criminal statistics are. not the most popu- 
lar of evon tho statistical form of literature, 
but from those of Canada for 189-1, dono up 
in groat variety in a bluo book of 240 pages, 
aome information of general interest may be 
ortraoted. For indictable offences tho total 
number of convictions in tho Dominion for 
tho year ended 30th September, 1894, waa 
5,258, on increase of 028 over the previous 
year. The 230 reproaonting British Colum 
bia'a Bharo were 58 fewor than registered 
againat thia province for 1893 ; and tho con 
viotions por 10,000 inhabitanta deoreaaed in 
thia province from 20 11 to 19 57, but thiB 
number towers far above the proportion for 
any other part of tho Dominion, tho average 
for tho whole being 10 50. 

The summary conviotiona here numbered 
1,201 againat 1,450 in 1893 The reoord by 
distriota ia incomplete, bub shows 013 for 
Victoria, 413 for New Weatminater, 05 for 
Clinton and 1 for Cariboo. In thia city tho 
abuse of liquor ia pub down aa the cause oi 
about three-fourths of the caeos, 351 of 
whioh woro plain drunks. 

Fines to tho total. of $199,426 were paid in 
the Dominion for tho yoar dealt with, as 
penalty for 27,100 violations of tho law, 
British Columbia's Bharo of thia 8nug contri 
bution waa $11,596, with 840 contributors 
to the fund. 

Clemency was oxorciaed by the executivo 
in obout 170 caaea during tho twolvo months, 
nearly all tho crimen In tho calendar being 
charged againBt these prlaonera taking thorn 
colleotivoly. Tho clomency of course was 
for cause shown in each instance, in several 
casea taking tho form of lifo imprisonmont 
in placo of tho dea.h Bontenco. In the 
majority of oaaes tho terms of confinement 
woro materially reduced, while thoro woro 
a few ireo pardons. Tho list for British 
Columbia shows that a lifo priaonor sen 
teucod for murdor at Victoria in 1887, was 
pardoned only to bo removed to tho insane 
asylum ; unothor prisoner aontoncod here in 
1891, to seven yoars, waa roloaaed to bo cbu 
fined in an aBylum ; and a Nanaimo 
priaonor aontonced to throo years in 1891 
waa also, when only a few months romainod 
to bo oorvod, sent to tho Inaano asylum 
Four othorB in for Bhorb tormu were allowed 
their frnodom aftor " doing " a considerable 
portion of tho timo.

The Large Concerns All Shut Down- 
Turning the North Fork 
Continues. 



A Plucky Single-Han.led Fight for 
Gold-Interesting Budget 
of News. 

(From Our Special Correspondent.) 
Quksnelle Fobks, Nov. 28. — The 
weather hero ifl said to be quite unparal- 
leled in the reoolleotion of the oldest rebi- 
dentB. Early in October rain fall, causing a 
freBheb in the river of about four or five feet; 
thon a Blight froat with a Blight covor of 
Bnow followed ; but, to the surprise of all, 
this was Bucoeeded about five weeks later by 
a wholo week's rain, renewing the freshet to 
the Bamo height as before. It might almost 
be imagined ;hat the clerk of the weather 
has made a mistake and let looso the spring 
weather with its freshets before its time, 
The town is now very qulot, all tho promin- 
ent porsonageB having, aB they say, " gone 
below " for the winter. 

The Cariboo Hydraulic Mining Co, 'a works 
were closed for the season about tho end of 
October, and it ib likely that only a few 
hands will be kept to attond to tho neces- 
sities of the place. 

The North Fork Dam Ca. soonia to be the 
only concern still at full work. They have 
boon pushing forward to tho completion of 
their dam at Capo Horn, so as to divert the 
tho river, but tho fresheta and high water 
have very much retarded operations. Id ia 
fully expooted that on the subsiding of tho 
waters a few days will aeo the baBO of the 
last orib in pobiciou, so aa to turn tho main 
current of tho stream. Mr. Gray, who has 
charge of the work, ia to be congratulated 
upon the aucceaa he haa achieved in this 
moat difficult undertaking. When tho dam 
is completed it will lay baro about 3,000 
foot of tho old bed of tho river, from wbioh 
a rioh yield of gold may fairly bo expected. 
Speaking of the North Fork of Quoanelle 
rivor, a few days ago an old and experienced 
minor said he nover in all his travela had 
Been a river showing indicationa more pro- 
mising, abounding ao largely in quartz rock, 
in tho ehape of boulders and gravel. 

The Victoria Hydraulio Company'B works 
wore stopped from want of water two 
months or more ago, and John Motz, better 
known as "Kansas John," ia duly inatallod 
as caretaker and master of atores, etc. 

The Queanelle Forka Canal and Hydraulio 
Mining Company, who have been at consid- 
erable coat this eeaBon In Burveya, oto , to 
determine the lino of their large ditoh or 
canal, are about arranging for sonio drifting 
work on a portion of tneir ground during the 
winter in anticipation of more activo opera- 
tions next spring. A good feature of the 
company's scheme is the bringing of water 
from near Cariboo lake, the only Bource 
whenoe a limitless Bupply oan be obtained, 
for worklDg the rioh benches along the North 
Fork. The want of water has always been 
the greatest birrler to mining operations in 
this eection of country. Mr. Peiraon, who, 
with Mr. Adam Roaa, of Victoria, haa been 
apending a few weeka about tho North 
Fork, atated a few days ago that ho was 
surprised at the number of persona who were 
anxioualy inquiring when they might expeol 
to be able to get water from this pource, and 
judging from their remarks it may fairly bo 
Inferred tQat, If ever thiB ditch werebroueht 
along, tho whole of tho banks and benohea 
from the Forka town to SpaniBh creek would 
ba, aa one said, alive with free minors work- 
ing email claims. 

At Kangaroo creek, Theo. Thormalin haa 
resumed his work aa uaual for tho winter, 
driving a tunnel on which he haa been buay 
for five years. Ho has already run In about 
1,100 feet and he certainly deserves aucceaa, 
for an operation of greater patience and 
Bingle handed diligence oan hardly be im- 
agined. 

Cainamon are flocking to tho rivor banks 
and barB, as is their wont at this eeaaon of 
tho year, to work for gold, but tho recent 
freahetB have somewhat) bothered them. 
Numbers of them are working on tho South 
Fork, notwithstanding a notice cautioning 
all peraons against doing ao having been 
posted at the Government Agent's office 
Borne months ago. Such working should bo 
dealt with aa trespass, if not theft, soeing 
thab tho river, together with its banks to 
300 foet from tho centro of tho stream on 
each Bide, is held under a statute of the pro- 
vince by the Quesnolle Lake Dam Co. 

Mr. John McRae, tho good host at the 
hotel, along with his wife and family, ia on 
a visit to Vancouver, and Mr. G. Smith is 
in charge. 

Mr. Honry Veith has recently importod 
hia amiliDg wife and family from the East, 
and now aoeniB to ba completely at home in 
ohargo of Meaara. Veith & Borland's Btore. 

Mr. H. P. Ball and his associates, who 
hold ground just at the junction of tho Forks, 
aro arranging for doing some work on their 
claim at once. This claim, togethor with 
tho requirements of communication to tho 
Maud Company's ground at Four Mllo 
creek, aB well us tho Twenty Milu creek 
claims, should point to tho necessity of a 
bridge acroaa tho North Fork cloao to the 
town, and it is to bo hoped that atepo vill 
bo taken to seeuro a Government appr prl» 
tion at the earliest possible moment. There 
oan be no doubt but tho rovonues from this 
diatriot will fully warrant such an outUy.

London, Dec. 5. — Tho Tlmea publishes a 
dispatch from Constanticoplo which Bays: 
The military policy adoptod here has proved 
efficacious, einco no disturbances havo oo- 
curred for oight weckB. Even tho arrestB 
of Armenians, though represented ob acta of 
barbarity, aro In prinoiplo highly judicioue, 
beoauao they rid tho city of aomo of tho 
dangerous olemont. In bouio caeca tho 
choice of subjects is Infelicitous, but, on the 
wholo, the meaaure ia diatlnctly beneficial. 
The city la resuming its tranquil aspect. 
ThuB the Sultan haa a strong argument for 
opposing tho entrance of the guardBhipB, 
and certainly the moral influence of tho com 
bined European llset waitiDg at tho gatoe of 
the Empire ia immeasurably greater than 
the mere doubling of tho guardohips. 

Referring to the sensational statement of 
the Cologne Gazette to-day regarding the 
assembling of the Russian squadron off So- 
baBtopol, it was lemi-offiolally stated this 
afternoon that for yoara past tho Russian 
Blaok aea fleot haa bcon under orders to 
prepare for active aervloo at any moment. 
Therefore, it ia added, there is nothing new 
in the situation ; moreover, it is pointed out 
that a full understanding baa been eBtab- 
llshed between the poweis in regard to the 
situation in Turkey, aDd no apprehension 
exists of any one povrer taking independent 
aotion. 

Constantinople, Dec. 5.— The extra 
giurdehlp problem ia atill unsolved, and tho 
rumor that a specified time haB been givon 
the Sultan within wh.'c'} to grant tho per- 
mit demanded' by Groat Britain, Auatria, 
Rtnaiaand Italy, ia still discussed, and re- 
mains uncontradicted from any < tiicial 
source. During tho p^u'j twenty-four . ours 
there have been frequent caiiinot 
councils at tho palace and several ex- 
changes of communications with the re- 
presentatives of tho powere, but no 
decision aecma to have been arrived at. 

Delay at any prico aeoma to ba the main 
feature of the tuctica of the Sultan, and to 
a' tain thiB end the Turka aro working 
studiouoly night and day with all the skill 
of Eastern diplomacy. Tho Turks a.e still 
ahuad in spite of tho efforta of apparently 
united Europe. There erema to bo no 
doubt that the Sultan or the powers must 
back down In a day or so. 

Tho existence of a cabinet crlsia here has 
long been commented upon, but aa a change 
of ministry in ono of tho oldeat and moat 
familiar movee of tho Sultan to obtain 
further delay, little or no attention haa been 
paid to the matter beyond conveying to 
Abdul Humid tho intimation that another 
ohange of ministry would in no way alter 
the determination of the powora to take any 
action they may think advisable under the 
ciroumBtancoB. All the Turkish minlators 
are guarded and all are in fear of their lives, 
not only dreading aaaasainatiun at tho handa 
of the Armenians, but standing In groat ap- 
prehension of beiug summarily dealt with 
by the Sultan, who is described us being 
frantio with holpless rago and aa likely to 
wreak voDgoanco upon any or all of his 
ministers. 

Rome, Doc. 5. — A dispatch received this 
morning from Constantinople, dated Decam- 
bsr 5, Bays that Said Pasha, preaident of the 
Turkish council ot state, formerly Grand 
Vizier, haa taken refugo in tho British em- 
bassy at Conotantinoplo, believing himself 
notonly to be in danger of arrest but fearing 
for his life. 

Berlin, Deo. 5 — Tho Cologno Gazette to- 
day anuouncea that tho Ruaaian Equadron of 
aeven battleships and nine torpedo boats, 
aro anchored off Sobaatopol, under ordors to 
hold themaolveB in roadinoBS to Bail in 2i 
hourtj' notice. It ia added that the orders 
for assembling this rquadron wee iesuod a 
month ego when Russia assumed that Great 
Britain might at tempt to send war vessels 
through tho Dardanelles without the consent 
of tho Sultan,

ST A TE-SOOIA LISM. 



The alvantageB of State-socialism aro of- 
ten Inaiatod on by a oortaia cIubb ot politic- 
ians. The State, they aay, can carry on 
many kinds of buBineBa to a greater advan- 
tage bo tho publio than any small combina- 
tion of individuals. Tha State, according 
to thoao politicians, should be tho ouly cum- 
mon carrier. Ib should own all the railroads 
of tho country and obhor means of publio 
conveyanoo, and oporate them, not for the 
profit of individuals, bub for the general wel 
fare. Tho experiment of State railroading 
is being tried in Australia. The roads thore 
are owned and operated by tho Government. 

It, therefore, might be auppoaed that the 
advantage of the publio would be the main 
objoot of the men who are ontruated with 
the management of tho roads. Ib this tho 
cmo2 Do the people gob bettor and ohsaper 
acoommodatlon in bho oolony of Viotorla, 
where bhoy are the owners of the railroads, 
than they do in Great Britain and America, 
where the railroadB aro, for the moat parb, 
private property. 

The railroads of bhab colony have been 
built at an expenditure of §190,000,000. Ab 
bhe money to oonstruot the roads has beon 
borrowed, the taxpayers of Victoria are re- 
quired to pay every yoar $7,000,000 interest. 
Well, these rallroada owned by the poople 
and presumedly operated for the people's 
advantage, do nob earn enough, over and 
above working expenses, to pay this interest 
bill. How is this ? Are the rates charged 
for passengers and froighb so ridiculously 
low that bho rouds cannot earn enough to 
pay interest on bhe money expended in 
building them 1 Nob at all. The ratea on 
tho Victoria roads are very high — five times 
aa high, ib ia said, than the uaoro of rail- 
ways in tho United States are required to 
pay. So high were the rates in one of the 
Australian oolonleB that a truoking com- 
pany ran in opposition to ono of thorn, and 
shippers found ib to their advantage to have 
thoir goods conveyed to their destination by 
horse power on tho common highway rather 
than by steam on the people's rollwaya. Of 
tho bovod millions whiah Victoria has to pay 
aa Intercut on the money borrowod bo build 
its ruilways two millions must bo takon 
every year from the taxes. Tho aggregate 
of the railway deliolts of tho last six yoars 
amounta to the very considerable Bum of 
$10,000,000, and this, too, without tha poo- 
plo'.i receiving as compensation cheap and 
good railway accommodation. 

Those oxponaivo government railroads 
aronobkopt in good order. Repairs and 
ronowals are nob alwayB mado when thoy 
aro required, conBcquontly tho roada and 
thoir equipment havo doprociatod in value. 
Tho rolling stock was lately shown to havo 
depreciated 80,500,000, whilo of tho 53,000,- 
000 worth of material shown by tho hooka 
to be in Btock only §1,000,000 could bo 
found. 

" Tho ruaaon of this enormous defioioncy," 
sayB our American contomporary, "seems to 
bo that tho rallroada aro run neither in tho 
interest of tho sbato nor in that of bho publio 
which uses them for bravel and traffic, bub 
to yield as muoh benefit aa possible in woy 
of employmonb and wages to tho labor in- 
terest. Investigation discovers that tho 
wages of employes aro muoh higher, whilo 
bho palarioB of the rosponslblo ofiioors aro 
lower, than thoao paid in England and Am- 
oriaa. As the administration of the colony 
Ib really in tho hands of labor unions no re- 
turn to normal wagoB eeoms possible. An- 
othor sorioua troublo ia the largo aumbor of 
superfluous omployoB. Tho average number 
of onglnoB in 1891 was 1102, bub thoro wore 
571) drlvore, 440 firomeD, '262 oloanerB— 1,281 
poreons, or an averago of four bo eaoh loco- 
moblve. 

Than, from influences broughb bo boar on 
tho Government, inferior ooal wan ueod. Tc 
koop aomo favored coal minea afloat $150,000 
a yoar was wastod, and anothor $150,000 
wab loBt bocauso of tho low rates on tho ooal 
enforced by Parliament. 

" in addition to al! this," bho report says, 
" bhab a aomowhab too aovero economy haB 
boon praoblood in the maintonaaoo of plant, 
which, unless modified, will inevitably re 
suit ia tho gonoral deterioration of tho who!; 



system. Moreover, the oolony is supporting 
thirty-one branch lines, whioh, in a few 
cases, may pay in time, but in mosb cases 
will never earn anything on thoir coat." 

According to thia account atato-BoolallBm, 
in the matter of railroads, \i aot a success In 
Australia. While ib is griovouBly burdon- 
aomo on tho peoplo, they derivo fewer ad- 
vantages from tho roads, of whioh they ere 
the nominal owners, than do tho inhabitants 
of othor countries whero the rallroada are 
ovrned by " bloatod capltaliBta." Tho rea- 
aon of thia is that the rouds owned by the 
State aro operated in tho interests— or tho 
supposed IntorcBta — of politicians, while 
thoso owned by companies are run on sound 
eoonomio principles. Competition in those 
latter oountrleB foroes the oompaniea to give 
all tho accommodation they oan possibly 
afford. Hub in tho oaBe of Government rail- 
ways tho stimulus of competition Ib want- 
log. 

A FOOLISH DO DOE. 

It la amusing to see the Grib newspapers 
blaming bho Conaervabive prosafor repeating 
Mr. Laurler's dovoub ejaculation of thanks- 
givlng with roapoot to tho Orangemen. At 
Chiooutlmi tho Leader of the Oppoaitlon 
was moved to thank the Lord that thoro 
wore no Orangemen among the Liberals. 
The dovoub expression appearod in tho ro- 
porb of Mr. Laurier'a Bpoooh bakon by a 
Liberal reporter uud published in a Liberal 
newspaper. It was broughb into prominence 
by La Patrio and other Liberal nowspannrp, 
and was then, as was natural, reported by 
the Conservative papora. It suits the On- 
tario and Maritime Provinoe Grib papera 
now to doclaro that the atory is a lie. Woll, 
if it is a lie, It ia boyond question a Liberal 
lie, and wo a£k ia it likely that bho Llborala 
would invonb and oiroulato such a lio about 
their loader 1 Wo, at any rate, think that 
it is in the highest dogreo improbable. The 
innooont reporter most likely took down tho 
expression of thanka, believing that by re- 
porting It ho waa doing Mr. Laurior and hie 
party a aervioo, and it wsb ropeatod by Lib- 
eral papera in Quebeo with the same motive 
Ib waa not until Ib was seen that Mr. Laurier 
had mado a very serious blunder in lotbing 
the cab out of tho bag in auch a rash way bhab 
the Btory was denied. But when the Grit 
authorship of tho repurt is bo well known 
and has been proved so clearly lb is indood 
funny to boo the Grits denounce it aa a 
"Tory lio."

CHAMBERLAIN'S CORDIALITY. 

Tho Canada Gazette (London) of the 21st 
Novomber says : 

Nothing oould well exceed tho cordiality 
and practical sympathy with whioh Mr. 
Chamberlain received th« Colonial reyroson- 
butivea at the Colonial office on Tuesday to 
diecuss tho Paclfio cable projeot. He Im- 
pressed ono and all with tho depth of his 
belief In tho Bchemo as a potent agent of Im- 
perial unity, and of great strategic and com- 
mercial advantage to this oountry aa well oa 
to Australasia and Canada. The facts and 
figures so fully laid before the Ottawa Con- 
ference, confirmed and expanded aa thoy 
havo been in consequonco of further inquiries, 
havo dearly aaaured Mr. Chamberlain, as they 
assured hla predecessor, Lord Ripon, that 
Lord Joreoy was well within tho mark in 
deolaring tho proposal to be " sound, prno 
tical, and full of great imperial advanbages." 
Ab Lord Jeraey eaid, Greab Britain would, 
by moans of this alternate lino of communi- 
cation with Australasia and tho Paoific, be 
in a position, at a probably small annual 
cost, to warn distant parts of tho Empire in 
case of danger, and at the same time extend 
advantages to u commerce with which she 
IB intimately connected. Ib waB recognized 
ab the Ottawa Conference that tho questions 
of exact cost, route, and method of proce- 
dure in regard to laying of th6 cable and its 
operation, must form tho subjeob of further 
nogotlationB ; and these have now progressed 
so far aa to warrant bho appointment of tho 
joint Imperial Commission which Mr. 
Chamberlain auggeatod and of which the 
Colonial delegates heartily approved. 

NIMBLE- WITTED JOURNALISTS. 

The rapidity with whioh the newapapor 
men of tho neighboring republic mako a 
mountain out of a mole-hill, and bhelr amaz- 
ing agility in jumping at conclusions can- 
nob bo 8ufficlently admired. There la a 
littlo dlffioulty in Manitoba, a email pro- 
vinco of tho Dominion, about denomina- 
tional schools. Able editors in tho States 
havo magnified this email but diougrooublo 
question into a momentous iasuo that threat- 
ens Confederation with dissolution. Thoy 
havo placed Manitoba on tho verge of rebel 
lion, they have mado Quebeo roady to 
out her connection with Canada, and thoy 
have even dragged Groat Britain into UiIb 
lively littlo Canadian dorneatia disagree- 
ment. 

An article in the New York Commercial 
Advertiser of tho 28th ulb., on " Canadian 
DlBContoiit," begins : " Groab Britain has 
bo many irons in tho fire that are likely to 
grow heated and burn her Angora that ono 
moro or Iobb can aoaroely 1j 3 expected to 
count." No ono in Canada has thought of 
Great Britain in connection with the Man- 
itoba difficulty, and wo aro pretty Bura that 
the oflioial world in London knowa juat aa 
littlo about tho question, and takes aa little 
interest in ib aa tho official circlo in Wash 
ington. 

In Canada the Government of Groab 
Britain is nob montionod in oonnectlon with 
tho Manitoba aohool question. Tho Mother 
Country haB nothing in tho world to do with 
It. The Constitution of Manitoba, freely 
enacted by tho Legislature of tho Province, 
grants certain rights to tho denominational 
minority of ita population. In tho exorolao 
of ono of thoso rights the minority hua, aa 
tho Constitution proscribes, appoalod to tho 
lodoral Govornmenb for a romtdy. Thia 
hie caused some controversy and a littlo ex- 
citement, but as to discontent thoro is no 
indication of its oxistenoo in any part of tho 
Dominion. Tho peoplo of Canada havo a 
strong affection for Groat Britain and tho 
most implioib confidoncoin her good-will and 
her wisdom. Ib is aafo to say bhab thoy woro 
novor bettor affooted towarda hor than bhoy 
aro at tho preBOnt time, and those Ameri- 
cans who havo bo hastily oonoludod that tho 
a ' littlo agitation that exists In the oountry in 



FAIR AND HONEST. 

Ib is pleasant to find an American news- 
paper taking a fair and rational view of tho 
Bohrinc Sea quostion, or any other queation 
In whioh British and American interests are 
involved. Generally, when attompbing to 
dlaouBS such questions thoy are bo out- 
ra(;eou8ly unreasonable and unjusbthab it ia 
hard for a British Bubjecb to read their artl- 
olea with anything like patience. It is then 
with greab pleasure that wo reproduce tho 
following article from the San Francisco Bul- 
letin, on "Property ii Seals,"- whioh tokes 
bho right view of tho aubjeot, and which in 
spirit and in tono ia unexceptionable from 
every poinbof viow : 

The underlying faob In bhe dlaouaalon over 
the amaunb of money tho United StateB 
owoa Groat Britain for preventing Canadian 
aealera from plying their trade ia that tho 
United Sbatoa has no property in fur soala, 
The queabion was submibted bo tho Paris 
arbitration tribunal and decided against ue, 
Quite often purtiea who loae oaBCB 
aubmltted to arbitration repent hav- 
ing agreed to submit tho case. But 
repci-ianoe does nob recall bho case 
Trio principle of arbitration involves al 
suoh sacrifices. Both parties cannot win 
and if tho losing party doeB not abide in 
good faith by tho decision there ia au end to 
arbitration. After the Paris tribunal an- 
nounced ita decision tho United Stales hud 
only to conaidor tho amount of Iobbob ib had 
irlliotcd upon Canadiann and othor foreign- 
era in protecting tho seals. Wo had pro- 
coodod on tho ground that wo had a right 
to protect tho soala. We hold that they 
woro our property. Tho tribunal dtcided 
that thoy weio nob. Ib followed that tho 
U.iltod States was reaponaible for the loss 
caused sealers in the pureuit of their lawful 
right to catch seals. Whether that loss was 
$425,000 or more or leas dooa not matter. 
Our State Department in friendly consulta- 
tion v/ith tho Britiah Minister, agreed upon 
bhab amount, and in bho absence of now 
material evidonoe we aro bound in honor to 
pay it. Appeals from tho decisions of our sev- 
eral departments of government are ohildish. 
Ib is presumed thab we have officials who 
oan contend in friendly discussion with the 
offiolals of other governments. If % ?se are 
mlstakon in this reapeot tho issue raiaed ia 
nob international, but national. Wo may 
mako an effort to put moro competent men 
in roeponsible positions, but we are none the 
lesa bound by what haa been done. 

Tho principlo of arbitration is, in spite of 
apparent imperfeotions, worth preserving. 
Disputoa arise botweon nations tb.au are not 
worth fighting aboub. Tho honor of neither 
party la involvod. Each party thinka it iB 
right, but both cannot be. An Impartial 
tribunal determines whioh la righb. Moat 
of the controversies whioh arise bttweon na- 
tiono may bo honorably aottled in thia way. 
An indiapensablo condition of submission of 
controversies to arbitration is that both par- 
ties should ahido by tho decision, whatever 
It may bo. The losing party has no right 
to think aloud after the decision ia rei - 
dered.

"Tacoma' Makes Good Her 
Damage by the Storm— An 
Heroic Stowaway. 



End of the Tugboat War ou the Sound 
—Sealers Prepare 
ior Sea. 



The Northern Pacific steamship Tacoma 
commenced loading hor outward cargo at the 
City of Destiny on Tuoaday, and to-morrow 
will leave for the Orient. Captain Bryant 
and C. C. Cherry, of Soattlo, the former 
United States inspootor of hulls, and the 
latter inspector of boilers, have inspected 
the steamship in compliance with a recent 
aat of oongresB, and under a late treasury 
regulation, whioh requires all liners oarrying 
passengers to United States seaports to be 
examined by United States inspectors when- 
ever they doom it neoossary. The hull and 
boilers wore found to bo in good condition, 
and when the repairs to the upper works, 
whioh are being carried on now, aro com- 
pleted, tho Tacoma will be ready to proceed 
to sea. An interesting Inoident ocourred on 
board tho Tacoma on her last ovontful trip 
from Japan, whioh tho officers have kept 
quiet up to dato. When the Bhip was two 
dayB at sea a stowaway camo on deck, 
hungry-looking and downcast. Ho was an 
Irishman, but his native wit and rich brogue 
did not Bavo him from being treated as all 
stowaways are, so bo mopped tho deokB and 
did other work on board until tho ship was 
struck by the storm in which Bhe came near 
going down. During the entiro storm the 
son of the Emerald Isle acquitted himaolf ao 
well and bravely in usalBting to manage tho 
ship that ho won the admiration of the olfi 
cere. His good servico oontlnuod until tho 
ship reached hero, when ho disembarked. 
Before leavine the officers and orow made up 
a purse of $18 and gave to him. Captain 
Crawford, of the Tacoma, is ill with rheu- 
matism, and is reoolving medical treatment. 

JOINED THE COMBINATION. 

The Pugot Sound towage war, lb 1b 
claimed, came to an end Wodncsday, when 
the little clipper tug Magic joined tho com- 
bination, as the Pugot Sound Towboat Com- 
pany is called. In company with the Dis- 
covery, of Port Townaend, the Magio was 
proving to be an aggrcaaivo competitor, and 
the big boats sought to drive tho opposition, 
as the Magic, Dlsoovery and Lome were 
termed, to the wall, ana inaugurated an era 
uf slashing rates. By judicious management 
tho opposition secured the moBt profitable 
tows. The combination had orders to cut 
nnder any rates proposed by tho Magio or 
DiBoovery, and it resulted in the latter tuga 
often proposing to work for one-third of the 
prevailing rates, realizing that they would 
bo underbid in any event. All of this tend- 
ed to bring about oheap towages and 
vessel owners were accordingly elat- 
ed. For instance, the brig Court- 
ney Ford last Sunday wob towed 
from Port Townaend to Tacoma and thenco 
to sea by the tug Wanderer for $75 ; the 
Chilean bark Oaoar Herra from DungeneBB 
to Port Blakeley and thonco to sea for $22o; 
the Bchooner Ethel Lane from Port Towne 
end to Olympia and back to eoa for $125 
Shipowners who were under contract to tow 
with tho combination tuga at achodulo rates 
began to evince a decided interest in the 
matter, and the Puget Sound Towboat Co., 
at Port TownBend, Tuesday decided to buy 
up the opposition. It 1b also stated that the 
same company contomplatoa purchasing the 
Discovery for about $12,500. Tho Magio 
will be the seventh tug owned by tho same 
company, the othorB being the Wanderer, 
Tyee, Tacoma, Sea Lion, Pioneer and 
Richard Holyoke, representing investments 
aggregating about $200,000 Tno tugboat 
company denies that tho rutea will be 
advanced above a reasonable figure, and 
eaya that tho rate for towing Bchooners and 
barkentlnes will be advanced to a propor- 
tionate living rate. 

SEALING PREPARATIONS. 

Some time between tho 20th and 25th of 
this month tho sealing uchoonor Mascot will 
leave on hor 1896 cruiao. She will be com- 
manded by Capt. E. Lorocz, and will carry 
an Indian crew. For tho lattor she goes to 
Maaaet, Queen Charlotte Islands, and in or- 
der to make this part of tho trip profitable 
will carry a full load of freight, whioh will 
be shipped through tho agency of P. Mc- 
Qaado & Son. Several other eohooners in 
addition to thoBo named In yesterday'n Col 
onist are fitting lor Japan coast cruises, 
but bo far aa ia known only four voaaola with 
Indian crbwa will bo among them, theBO be- 
ing two moro than last year's number. The 
Ida Etta, Genova and Katherino are tho lac- 
est veseeia to beatir themselves, the two lat- 
ter having already begun to sign crows. The 
Ida Etta Is now on Turpol's wayo. 

Till'. " TOI'EKA " IN SERVICE, 

The steamer City of Topoka, whioh came 
off the dry dock ai Quartermaster harbor on 
Monday evening, arrived hero on hor way 
North yesterday morning. While coming 
through Wright's narrowa sovoral montliB 
ago she Btruok a boulder, and sustained 
alight injuries. Sho was thoroughly fixed 
up whilo on tho docka and is now entirely 
seaworthy, and roady for winter service on 
the Alaska run.

A Horse, a Doe and it Tickle Keg Dlsimte- 
The Full Court List. 

Etskiue k Wall brought eult in tho 
County court yesterday against Ledingham 
Brothers for the loaa of u horse, ooiioed it 
was alleged by defendant's negligence Tho 
horse had been lufo in dcf«ndant'd black- 
sniUh shop to be Bhod, and after bjiD|» Bhod 
was tied up until some one should come tor 
it. Tho horee broko tho po«t to which it 
was tied, ran awny, fell, and broke tts leg. 
Mr. J uatico Drake gave judgment for dej 
feadunts holding that due oaro had been 
exorcised by dofeadauts and that they wore 
not to blame. 

Another County court oase of yestorday 
was that of tho B.C. Cooperage Co., againat 
J. H. Falconer, for tho price of oertaln 
pickle kega Bold by plaintiff to defendant. 
Tho defenoo set up was that tho kegs were 
not of tho required capaoity aoaording to 
standard measure, and for this reaBon were 
re-fused. Judgment was given for defend- 
ant.

MR. PEMBEKTOJN'S GIFT- 



Approval of Plans for the Operating 
Boom at the Jubilee 
Hospital. 



The Arguments Presented Against 
Them— Tenders to Be Called 
For Shortly. 



The Jublloo hospital board had a Bpecial 
mooting lasf evening to consider tho matter 
of the proposed operating room, plana for 
which had boen presontad at tho provious 
meeting. There wero present Mr. 
Joshua Dcivl°p, preiident, In tho chair, and 
MeBsrB. Ch.a. Hay ward, G. H. Brown, I. 
Bravernitio, J. L. Crimp, W. J. Dwyer, 
ThoB. Shotbolt, G. ByrnoB, H. D. Helmc- 
ken, M.P.P., Alex. Wilson, J. S. YateB, 
and John Bradon, M.P.P. There were but 
throe absentees — MosBrB. Flumorfelt, Pem- 
berton and Chudloy. 

The Bpecial commlttoo on the subject ro- 
portod that tho medical board have en- 
dorsed tho plan and site, and transmitted a 
oopy of tho following resolution, paBsod at a 
meoting of tho medical Btuff on the 2nd 
Inst. : " After conference with the archi- 
tect tho medical board are unanimously 
ogreed upon tho plan and Bite shown 
in drawing No. 1, which they 
aro^ aSBiired can be built for $3,500 ; 
in their opinion this la aa large a building aa 
can be oreoted in a modern scientific man- 
ner for the money." 

Explanations on bohalf of tho committee 
were made by Mr. Divyer ; and on tho othor 
aido Mr. Wilson expressed strong diaapprov 
al of tho proposition to endorse either tho 
plan or tho sito proposed, on tho ground 
that the boat value will not thereby be eo 
cured for tho money. He thought that the 
doctors are not in a position to give an in- 
telligent opinion on tho plana as tho eleva 
tiona have not yet been made, and he ob 
jected to deputing to an arahitoct tho rights 
bslouglug to tho board. Ho wanted the 
fulh st Information beforo ho would feel 
natistied that tho board are to got the full 
$3,500 worth for tho money proposed to be 
spent. 

Mr. Byrnea from tho committoo supplied 
some of tho details aBkod for, pointing out 
tho advantageo of tho present planB, and 
holding that thoy would not ontail additio 
to tho cost of the hospital management. TIub 
last statement Mr. Holmcken questioned, 
deoluring thot ho could not givo hia consent 
to attaching to tho hoppltal any private gift 
such aB this if in will ho an addition to tho 
coat of maintenance which has to be borno 
by tho public. Ho thought that tho under- 
standing waB at tho last meoting thut the 
committee themselves would confer with 
tho medical board, but they had not done 
bo, and therefore aa thiB meoting had no fur- 
ther information than thut luet week aup 
poaed to bo ineuffieiont, bo objected to pro 
ceoding with tho business. 

Mr. Hayward agreed that thia matter 
should ho approached in a very 
careful spirit, particularly as the 
proposod location of thia operating 
room would violato tho muin principle on 
which tho hospital has beon built— that iB, 
on tho pavilion plan. Ho found, too, that 
these plans do not provide for all tho accom- 
modation required, two operating rooms bo- 
iDg really necessary ; and ho folt that if 
soma of tho fancy work wero taken off and 
tho building made rectangular in place of 
octagonal, two good-sized rooms could be 
had. Ho favored referring tho plans back 
to the committee, with definite inntruotions 
to provide for two operating rooms, for 
$3,500 inclusivo of urohitect'a commission. 

After long diBOUBBlon Mr. Hayward mov- 
ed, seconded by Mr. Holmcken, that the 
report and plans bo laid on the 
tablo until tho noxt regular meot- 
II g, and that Messrs. Wilson, Yates, 
and Hayward bo appointed a oommittoo to 
prepare an alternative, plan In tho mean- 
time. Thia motion wub lost by 4 to 7, tho 
former including Messrs. Brown and Wilson 
boaido8 tho movorand seconder.

ACTION OF THE RAIN. 

The Wonderful Factor It Is In the Disin- 
tegration of Rocks. 

The' rain falling on tho rooks sinks in- 
to every crack ami crevice, carrying 
with it into theso fissures surface mate 
rial which lias been degraded by the 
Weather, and thus affording a matrix 
sufficient to start the growth ol vegeta- 
tion ami afterward to maintain the 
plants. The libers and roots of thes« 
plants, bushes ami trues thus brought 
into life, growing and expanding, aci 
as wedges to split tip the surface ut tlie 
rock ami in commence the process of 
wearing away. From this quality ol de 
Struction large class el' plants derive 
the name of saxifrages, or rock break- 
ers, from their roots penetrating into the 
minute fissures in search of water, and 
so assisting in the pn cess of disintegra- 
tion, In winter the water collected in 
the hollows and crevices becomes froz- 
en, and expanding as it enaugos into 
ice acta like a charge of blasting mate- 
rial in breaking up tho reek. Tho pieces 
thus detached become [urthor disinte- 
grated by frost and weather, and, being 
rolled over and over andrubbed against 
each other as they are carried away 
down the mountain torrents, are ground 
gradually smaller and smaller, till from 
fragments of ruck they become howlers, 
then pebbles and finally sand. As the 
mountain stream merges into tho river 
the p> bbles and coarse sand continue to 
he rolled along the bottom of the chan- 
nel, while the ragillaeoous particles and 
salts become mingled with tho water 
and flow on with it either in suspension 
or solutii u. 

While this disintegrating process is 
going mi inland the rocks and cliffs on 
the coast exposed to the sea are suffer- 
ing degradation by a similar process and 
are also bi tug worn away by tho inces- 
sant itetii n oi the waves of tho ocean 
beating i n them and attacking them, 
not i n!y with tho impact of tho water, 
bat also with the fragments broken off, 
which, dashed against tho faco from 
which fht'j have been eroded, are thus 
used as implement*) of destruction. — 
Longman's Magazine. 



Ovcrathlcticism. 

Tho body can be killed through one 
organ, and in youth and middle ago 
mortal injury of body and mind comes 
usually through one organ as tho pri- 
mary seat of evil. It is an evil of fre- 
quent occurrence and greatly on tho in- 
crease. A man is said to "throw him- 
self, heart and soul, into his work." 
Such a man is in danger. Ho has four 
great parts of his body to consider — his 
heart and blood system, his lungs and 
other organs associated with breathing, 
his muscles, his brain and nervous sys- 
tem. But he does not heed them at till. 
He runs or cycles excessively, and in a 
much shorter time than ho has tho least 
idea of ho makes his heart too strong for 
tho rest of his organism and endangers 
tho finer ramifications of the vessels 
which are under tho domination of the 
heart. He rows without studying conse- 
quences, and long beforo he is convinced 
of trouble he has produced an injury of 
tho chest mechanism which may soon 
bo permanently established. 

He takes to some muscular training, 
which puts the muscular organs to tin 
extreme of tension. Largo and small 
muscles alike are exposed to strain, both 
tho strong muscles that give propulsion 
and the delicate muscles that guido, and 
before he has become conscious of the 
error he lias committed he is a strained 
man, from which predicament he is fur 
lunate if he make anything like a com- 
plete recovery. Another man enters into 
competitions in which his mental organs 
are kept awake for long intervals, 
charged with expectations, anxieties, 
fears, nay. excess of sate 'action, and 
while he is yet young hi! grows old. — 
Saturday Review. 



A Famous Hog. 

Railway Bob is the name of a fa- 
mous dog in Australia. Ho passes his 
whole existence on tho train, his favor- 
ite seat being on top of tho coalbox. In 
this way ho has traveled many thou- 
sands of miles, going over all the lines 
in South Australia.

THE TELEGRAPHIC "THiRTY." 



How the Cipher, Which Is Now Universal, 
Ileal lis Origin. 

I attended a funeral tho other day 
where there was a lovely flower piece 
witli tho flanres ":;i)'' in the center. 
The deceased had been familiar all his 
life wiih i hat signal, having been con- 
nected with telegraph or newspaper 
business lor nearly 80 years, and yet I 
doubt if ever he or any one who con- 
tributed tu the flower piece knew or 
dreamed how liO came to mean any- 
thing, especially finis, or the end. 

As a part in telegraph history I will 
explain how this signal, which has 
coiiio to mean so much, had its origin. 
Like a great many other expressions, it 
was started accidentally, as it were. In 
tho infancy of tho telegraph business 
dispatches were sent paid or collect, 
many of them abbreviated in telegraph- 
ing, and all newspaper dispatches were 
not only abbreviated, but sent collect. 
There were no news agencies then, us 
now, and papers had friends in all tho 
towns, who were authorized to send 
them dispatches to bo called for. 

Every beginner in tho art of teleg- 
raphy was given a book of abbrevia- 
tions and signals, which ho had to com- 
mit to memory and practico till ho bo- 
camo expert in their use. Among those 
signals that of 80 was found, and it 
meant "collect pay at the other end." 
Whether a news dispatch or common 
business message, if not prepaid, tho 
signal 30 was attached. As all press 
dispatches were paid for where received, 
thoy all had 80 at the end. So when 
nows agencies began their work tho sig- 
nal was retained, for they were still 
paid lor where received. 

This signal has come in theso days to 
be a universal finis to all press dis- 
patches, private, special and general, 
and a secondary meaning, or perhaps, 
hotter, a legendary meaning attaches 
itself as "the end" and is a proper and 
beautiful expression of tho finis of a 
telegraph opeiator or nay other person. 

It well may bo a signal to tho spirit- 
ual dispatch of a human soul to tin." 
great center of rewards and as a notice 
to estimate its value when received and 
"collect pay at the other end." — St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. 



PURITANICAL LAWS. 



How They Round I p Delinquent Debtors 
In Cultured Boston, 

"Just waif till I catch him in Bus- 
ton. Then I'll make him conio to the 
center," remarked an angry man the 
other day while roasting a theatrical 
manager who owed him a few hundred 
dollars for services rendered. I told him 
that I supposed ho would then clap the 
debtor into the Charles Street jail. 
"That's just what I will do if I ever 
catch him there, yiiii bet." And then 
tho mad actor explained how easy it, 
was to get even with people of thai sort 
in tho Hub. No matter what tho debt, 
nor where or how it was contracted, all 
one has to do is to enter a complaint 
and that settles it. If one who owes is 
averse to notoriety, he'll hardly take 
the poor debtor's oath, which releases 
him for a certain Dumber of years, but 
does not wipe nut his obligations, but 
will linger in the bastile until ho can 
interest, his friends or realize on his col- 
lateral and settle. 

I kuow several New Yorkers who 
have run against creditors in tho bean 
burg and have suffered. Somo joke 
about their incarceration and tho ques- 
tions put, to them during tho process of 
administering the poor debtor's oath, 
but most all agree that tho Boston law 
is a puritanical provision that 'should 
bo materially amended. Bostoniaus who 
are dodging process servers aro agitat- 
ing a change that will permit them to 
pay up on the installment plan instead 
of being forced to cash in tho full 
amount or remain a guest of the Charles 
street hotel. If such a law was on tho 
New York statute books and was eu- 
forcod here — well, tho Tombs or some 
othet prison would be holding hundreds 
who now look as if tin y owned tho town 
instead of merely owing tho townspeople. 
— New York Letter in Pittsburg Dis- 
patch. 

Poisoning by Tinned Food. 

Somo light is thrown by The Lancet 
upon tho mysterious eases of poisoning 
by tinned food which from time In time 
are reported. They are believed tu he 
due to neglect of the caution against 
eating tinned 1' Is that have been ex- 
posed to the air fur some lime after be- 
ing opened. The exact manner in which 
poisonous substances, technically known 
as "ptomaines," are generated so rapid- 
ly is not known wiih certainty, but the 
fact that they are produced in sufficient 
quantity to cause very grave symptoms 
of poisoning have been brought out in a 
multitude of instances. In one well 
known ease the first half of tho contents 
of ;i tin of lobster was consumed with 
no ill effect, but tho rest a few days aft- 
erward proved extremely poisonous. It 
is suggested that as a safeguard manu- 
facturers might label tho tins with somo 
such notice as "The contents of this tin 
aro porfectly wholesome whon eaten 
fresh from tho tin and afford good 
food, but tho public is advised not to 
expose tho contents for any length of 
time to tho injurious influences of tho 
atmosphere." Tho Lancot writor even 
goes so far as to suggest that some such 
warning might ho insisted ou by the 
legislature. — London News. 

Where Wo Are Going. 

I find tho great thing in this world 
is not so much where wo stand as in 
what direction we aro moving. To reach 
tho port of heavon wo must sail some- 
times with tho wind and sometimes 
against it, hut wo must sail and not 
drift, nor lie at anchor.

MUST HAVE PURE MILK. 

Chief Provisions of the Important By-Law 
to lie Considered by the City 
Council This Evening. 

At a special mooting of the city council to 
bo held this evening, tho members of that 
body will givo consideration to a by-law for 
tho regulation of the sale of milk within the 
limits of the corporation. This 1b a ploco of 
municipal legislation that has long been 
promised, and tho need of which has already 
boon admitted by a majority of the board. 

The by-law as drafted providos in bri.jf 
that all dairymon and vendors of milk in 
Victoria shall bo regularly lioonsod and puy 
an annual feo of 55. Each applioant for a 
HconBO ia required to furnish bis name and 
address; to describe tho souroe or sourcts 
from which he obtains his milk ; to state tho 
number of cows in his poesesslon ; and to 
estimate the average quantity of milk dis- 
posed of, stating whetlior ib was Buppliod to 
other milk vendors, milk shops ol privato 
oonaumerR. 

Particulars are also required as to tho 
kind and quantity of food supplied the 
cows, and If of brewery grains, ensilago or 
oil cako, tho amounts in proportion to the 
total food Bupply of tho hord. An inspec- 
tion of tho mlife and tho dairy premises is 
also Imperative preliminary to the issuance 
of a Ilconse, and such inspections aro pro- 
vided for at any time the authorities may 
see fit to order them, the licensee being re- 
quired to facilitate tho work of the inspector 
by every moans at his command. 

Strict attention to the health of the herd 
Is of course required, and careful observance 
of the general provisions of thohoalthby-Iaw 
is Insisted upon — the object aimed at being 
that no milk from any but absolutely 
healthy cows shall find sale in the city. 

No adulteration or reduction of the milk 
by water or otherwise Ia allowable, and tho 
sale of swill or skim milk is striotly forbid- 
den, unless tho skim milk la sold as such 
and from a can or other utensil distinctly 
labelled. Milk from cows fed upon distil- 
lery slop, staroh factory produots or other 
garbage, may undi r no consideration be sold 
or offered for Bale, 

The name ana iioonse number of the ven- 
dor aro required to bo conspicuously die 
played on every vehicle UBed in the delivery 
of milk, and the name of the owner of the 
cows from whioh the Bupply ia obtained 
must bo displayed upon each and every can. 
Anyone violating tbla or any other provision 
ot the by-law rendors himself liablo to a fino 
of from S20 to $100, or In default to impri- 
sonment for not more than two months.

It Ib the " Rosalie's " Play Now In the Came 
of Cuttlnu Rates, 

Last ovening's mail from Soattlo did not, 
as anticipated, bring instructions to Agent 
J. K, Devlin, of tho Northwestern S. S Co., 
to meet tho cnt in Soattlo and Port Towns- 
end passenger rates announced aoveral daya 
ago by the SeV me'i managera. It Ib, how- 
over, freely ;,.udioted that by the tiral of the 
weak, or tti .oon aa tho head effico settles 
down to business under Captain Juckson'a 
Bon and hia successor in tho management, 
the Rosalio will be in the field for all the 
Seattle paaaengcra she can carry at a faro of 
half a dollar, or 25 cents to Port Townsond. 

Nor has the white flag of truce yet boon 
Bhown by oither company, the Puget Sound 
people being determined to continue the 
fight to the bitter end. An announcomont 
of 25 cents to Seattle or 10 cents to TownB- 
end by tha Sebomo may be looked for as 
soon ua tho Rosalie makes her next movo in 
tho game — in fact it has been promised — and 
the RoBalio will probably meet thle, too, for 
half hianagorB are of the opinion that trjey 
can eaorifioo themselves for the benefit of tho 
publio juat as long as thoir rivals uun. 

In fast, they say thoy can go tlicl? oppo- 
nents one hotter with safety, having only 
tho Rosalie to lose money on, while on the 
other hand both the Kingston and tho So- 
homo muat be operated at a Iobb. Thoy ol 
coutbo blame their rivals for initiating the 
rate cutting campaign shortly after they put 
tho Sehomo on her preaont route ; tho rival 
cimpany contend that it waa tho North- 
western oompany that throw down tho 
gage of battle by placing tho Rosalio in a 
servico that the Kingston was alone quite 
competent to care for and in which there 
are living profite ior but one first cIubb 
Bteamer at tho uauul passenger rates. 

Whother the fight will laBt much longer 
remains to be aeon ; neither side has as yet 
ahown any signs of weakening, and Christ- 
mas holiday makers are looking forward joy- 
fully to tho prospect of free trips to Seattle, 
with moals and bortha provldod. A few 
might in this event hold out for a bonus, 
')ut tho majority would bo satisfied. 

Tho Sohome'o out paeaenger rates from 
Seattlo to Port Townsond havo been adopted 
by the Evangel and Garland, whioh are 
charging 25 oonta oingle faro and 30 cents for 
the round trip. Tho result ia said to be a 
very largely increased travel. This Is in^ 
creasing tho competition against the Rosalie, 
*hih, however, la still meeting a fa t 
support from the merchants, who boliove 
that if aho ahould bo run off fares and 
freights would immediately go up to tho 
top notch. 



WANTS HER DAUGHTER, 



Mrs Martha Haskins Institutes Ha 
beas Corpus Proceedings Against 
St. Ann's Convent. 



The Application Abandoned as 
SiBters Know Nothing: of the 
Missing: Girl,

Mrs. Martha H. Haaklns, tho wife of a 
well-to-do farmer of South Prairie, Wash- 
ington, came to Viotorla a couple of daya 
ago, accompanied by Mr. Girretaon, a 
Tacoma lawyer. She, was in search of her 
eleven-year-old daughter, Mary Jar dino, and 
said she had heard that tho child was in this 
olty. Believing that the girl was in St. 
Ann's Convont, Mrs. Haakina went there, 
and not satisfied with the denials of tho 
Sisters that thero waa no girl named Mary 
Jardino in the convont, oho, through Mr. 
Thornton Fell, instituted habeas corpus pro- 
ceedingo. Tubs') oame up for hearing yes- 
terday before Mr. Justico Walkem, Mr. G. 
H. Barnard appearing for the Slaters, and 
Mr. Fell for Mrs. HaBkins. 

Tho story as told by Mrs, HaBkins in her 
affidavit was an interesting ono. Hor first 
husband was named Jardino and when a wi- 
dow in 18S8ahofound horaelf in straightened 
circumstances. She took her child Mary to 
tho Sistero' Catholic school at North Yaki- 
ma and ogreod to pay for hor " keep " $S 
por month, with tho understanding that Bho 
waa to have tho right to viait and see tho 
child and to tako her homo whon sho wished. 

In 1890, bo Btatea tho affidavit, Mrs. Haa- 
kina was induced to sign a writing, the 
concents of which sho says she did not un- 
derstand and gavo tho Sisters at tho sohool 
a 550 sowing machine towards the support 
of .Mary, Aftor that she waa not allowed to 
see the child or to communicate with her. 
Sho never, sho said, know that she had 
signed any papor to tako away her rights aa 
a parent. 

Tho affidavit goes on to afiirm that Mary 
was removed from tho 'North Yakima echool 
without the mother's consent, ond Mrs. 
Haakins was unable to find out where the 
child had boon taken. 

On Tuesday Mrs. Haakins waa told that 
tho girl was at St. Ann'a convent in this 
oity, but on going to the convent Bho was in- 
formed that Mary wbb not thero, and had 
never been there. In hor affidavit M's, 
Haekins claims that aho waa refused permis- 
sion at the convent to soo the glrla who 
wero there, though two ohildren told her a 
girl named Mary Jardine waa living at' tho 
convenb. Sho also olalmod that the SiBter 
Superior told her Father Nlcolayo had tho 
roll of pupils, but on applying to him Bhe 
was informed that tho Sister Supsrior had 
the roll, Father Nicolayo only keoping a list 
of thoBo who attended his ohapol. 

In auswor to this, Slater Mary of Provi- 
dence made an Bflidavlb to tho effect that 
from 1890 to 1893 Bhe was Mother Suporlor 
of St. Ann's convent, and that during that 
time aho had nover heard of a child named 
Mary Jardlne, nor had Bho direotly or in- 
diroctly any communication with tho Sis- 
terhood of Yakima, Washington, She dis- 
claimed all knowledge of the ohild. 

Sister Mary Ann, tho present Mother 
Superior of St. Ann's convent, mado affi- 
davit *o the effect that oho had never re- 
fused Mrs. Haiiklna permission to see tho 
girls of tho convent except In so far aB to 
toll Mrs. Haaklns that aho could not do uo 
during class hours aB it was against tho 
rules of the convent. Sister Mary Ann had 
never heard of Mary Jardlne. Sho had not 
refused to Bhow the roll. Tho girl was not 
at the convent, nor had tho affiant over com- 
munloated directly or indirectly with tho 
Slatorhood of Yakima, No girl had ever 
been sent to St. Ann'a convent from Ya- 
kima. 

Siater Mary Luoy corroborated the testi- 
mony of tho Mother Superior, and tho cv',. 
dence being concluBlve that tho girl waa nob 
at St. Ann's convent tho application for 
habeas corpus was abaodonod.
